PRESIDENT Or PHILADELPHIA CHAMBER OF COMMERCE OPENS 

NARBERTH CIVIC ASSOCIATION'S SERIES OP PUBLIC TALKS 

AT ELM HALL, THURSDAY EVENING. 



The first of the Narbcrtli Civic Asso- 
ciation's scries of public tiilks on im- 
portant, timely questions, held in Elm 
Hall Thursday night, was a big suc- 
cess. 

Mr. Ernest T. Trigg, President of the 
Philadelphia Chamber of Commerce, 
was the speaker, and he was listened 
to with the cloest attention by a large 
audience. 

Joseph H. Nash, President of the 
Civic Association, presided. A brief 
history of the Civic Association was 
given, telling of the many concrete 
achievements of the Association, its 
purpose, etc., and all residents who have 
not been dues-paying members were urg- 
ed to join and give their financial and 
moral support to tins organization. At 
the close of the meeting, members of 
the Association were busy with mem- 
bership application blanks and sub- 
scription blanks for Our Town. Many 
new members joined, and a number of 
new subscriptions for the paper were 
secured. 

The audience included not only resi- 
dents of Narbcrtli, but a number of 
folks up and down the Main Line. 

Mr. Trigg was introduced by W. R. 
D. Hall, President of our Borough 
Council. 

Mr. Trigg spoke on the subject, 
"Something About Our Industrial Prob- 
lems," and the fact that he is one of 
the foremost business men of the coun- 
try, a large employer, and was a mem- 



ber of President Wilson's recent Indus- 
trial Conference at Washington, en- 
abled him to discuss in a very inter- 
esting way many phases of the import- 
ant industrial problems of the day. 

In the course of his address Mr. 
Trigg told in quite some detail the his- 
tory of the recent Industrial Confer- 
ence, at Washington, which was finally 
abandoned as a result of the inability 
of the capital, or employers' group of 
delegates, to come to a unanimous un- 
derstanding with the groups represent- 
ing the employees and the public, over 
the question of collective bargaining. 
He spoke of the shop organizations of 
workmen as compared with the trade 
union principle of organizing all the 
workers in each industry in one large, 
general organization, and pointed out 
what ho regarded as a danger to public 
welfare when workers are organized so 
completely — as they were in the recent 
coal strike, that when they quit work 
and go on strike, the continuance of in- 
dustry is seriously menaced. 

On the question of profit sharing. Mr. 
Trigg said he believed that in the long 
run relations between employers and 
employees would be more satisfactory 
if the workers were paid decent living 
wages, nither than permitted to share 
in the profits when business was good, 
because he contended that if they par- 
ticipated in profits in good years, it 
would be necessary for them to share 
in the losses in lean vears.

Council Meeting 



A representative of the Narberth 
Civic Association, fulfilling an assigned 
duty, attended last Monday evening the 
regular monthly meeting of the Bor- 
ough Council. 

Notwithstanding previous admoni- 
tions, representatives of the taxpaying 
portion of the community were con- 
spicuous by their absence. Some day 
they will wake up. Perhaps the occa- 
sion is near, when they learn of the 
probable increase in the 1920 borough 
tax rate to fifteen mills. That is seem- 
ingly the obvious and conservative 
thing to do, if the borough is to go 
forward, but the why and the where- 
fores would have been manifest to those 
interested had they been present to wit- 
ness the careful paring and scrutiny 
given to next year's budget by Presi- 
dent Hall and his able associates. 

Treasurer Dold has $6,070 and some 
cents belonging to the borough. He is 
prospecting for more with the co-opera- 
tion of Assessor Warner and Tax Col- 
lector Jones. An irresistible trio. 

Committee on Fire, Light and Water 
reported nothing startling, so I'll pass 
on. I have an impression though that 
a recommendation was made, but I for- 
get what happened to it. 

Committee on Police and Health 
made a report on police activities which 
would have been more satisfactory it 
certain interesting details had been 
furnished by the "department." There 
being no "health" scare on, it is as- 
sumed those officials are pursuing their 
usual routine. Perhaps some one will 
want to know what that means. 

Committee on Highways and Sewers 
made a special report, by which it ap- 
pears that Dunloavy Bros., as lowest 
bidders, will for the sum of $7,240.15 
construct sewers on Conway, Forest, 
Woodbine and Sabine avenues. Mr. 
Melius, of Albright & Melius, survey- 
ors, being present, was appealed to and 
gave as his opinion that the amount 
named is reasonable. 

Committee on Finance had the cus- 
tomary and monthly assortment of bills. 
There seems to !x. :t sharp line of d;: 
marcation in the Fire House. One part 
is maintenance and the other is opera- 
tion. Perhaps it is not, so sharp after 
all, because the chairman experiences 
difficulty in determining those nice dis- 
tinctions sometimes. A prominent mer- 
chant seems to be the underlying cause. 
Committee on Highway and Sewers 
reported November expenses aggregat- 
ing $1,211.83. A recent acquisition is 
a horse, cart and harness, representing 
an investment or speculation, it must be 
one or the other, of .$200.00. The work 
on Elmwood avenue, Narberth to Es- 
sex, cost $513.70, or 42 cents per square 
yard. A seal coat of 34,4S5 square 
yards was given various streets at a per 
square yard cost of $0.1024. An average 
of one-third of a gallon of asphalt per 
square yard was applied with about 
30 pounds of %-inch slag per yard. 
Total cost, $3,531.38. Approximately 7.S 
miles of macadamized streets were re- 
paired and patched, costing $1,485.00. 
An average of .$030.00 per mile was 
spent for street maintenance, including 
cost of seal coating. 

Borough Solicitor being unable to lk> 
present, a letter from that gentleman 
was read and his recommendation* 
adopted. Tt had to do with certain legal 
• conditions, which cannot be detailed 
here. It is understood, however, that 
Mr. Stites will be present at a special 
meeting of Council on the 22nd instant; 
and will have something interesting, as 
usual, to say. 

Committee on Law and Ordinance re- 
ported favorably ordinances to defray 
expenses of the Borough and fixing the 
tax rate for 1920. Salaries of the Bor- 
ough officials remain the same, with the 
exception of Street Commissioner Hum- 
phries. It is proposed to increase his 
compensation to $1,800.00 annually. 
When advocated by President Hall 
there was not a dissenting voice. Mr. 
Humphries is acknowledged to be an 
engineer of ability and lins conscientious- 
ly and continuously applied his profes- 
sional knowledge and business acumen 
to the betterment of conditions under 
his personal direction. The increase has 
been well merited. 

A resolution was presented, by re- 
quest, endorsing the latest place of tho 
Memorial Committee, providing for a 
"rejuvenation," so-called, of the Fire 
House. Council passed tho resolution 
after some changes in the phraseology, 
with the understanding that officially 
it is not committed to the execution of 
the plan. The presumption being that 
it was the moral effect sought for. 
Meeting adjourned at about 11.15.

To the Editor of Our Town: 

It must not come to pass that the 
process of selecting a memorial expres- 
sion of Narberth'* participation in the 
great World War shall be marked by 
a maelstrom of nonsense, turmoil and 
dissension, and the person who kindles 
such a spirit, despite his intentions or 
incapacity, must be held accountable 
for inviting disaster to the whole pro- 
ject. Therefore, let those who come 
to court on this important subject make 
sure that they shall not attempt to 
carry conviction by mere fierceness of 
onslaught, with total disregard of pro- 
prieties, logic and reason, but let them 
keep in mind that the community shall 
expect of them at least a somewhat in- 
telligent recognition of accepted facts 
and fundamentals, even if their youth, 
inexperience or philosophy makes them 
intolerant of any submission whatso- 
ever. It is not by any means an oppor- 
tunity to acquire practice in bawling 
out your boss. 

The discussion should, therefore, hew 
to the line, adopting as a keynote that 
ncutenoss is not depth, that heed must 
be paid to the principles underlying 
great, events, and whatever develops as 
a result of this further contemplation 
should be regarded as binding on all 
concerned. 

The Fire House plan has been ad- 
vanced in a fine constructive spirit, but 
a great many folks cannot take kindly 
to it because they can see nothing new, 
nor fresh, nor clean-cut about it. They 
are afraid that its high cost is likely 
to make the whole grand idea eome-a- 
cropper. and they fee] the governing 
note of a true memorial is almost en- 
tirely rejected by it. The clock tower 
has found favor because the substance 
of this proposal is calculated to sub- 
scribe to the requirements of the occa- 
sion better than anything else so far 
suggested, but there's no disposition to 
remain steadfast for the clock if some- 
thing else will better meet the demands 
of the situation, and that point should 
be made very clear. 

The polls are still open, and every 
man and woman with an interest in 
their generation should give, thought 
and expression to the very important 
matter in which the community i s now 
engaged, and if you are concerned in 
the cogitations of the Spectator regard- 
ing the premise by which he is govern- 
ing himself in the discussion, he might 
state that it is his conviction that we 
should be able to distinguish between 
those things which occur in the lives of 
a people due to the mere occasion of 
living at the particular time they did 
and the results that flowed from a' phil- 
osophy of life, they held. If you accept 
this as a fair basis of procedure for a 
memorial discussion, select the side 
which impresses you effectively, based 
on your conception of what the war 
was all about, what it taught us, what 
it will mean to those who come after 
us, and then the details will take care 
of themselves. And it won't do at all 
to get the least bit angry nor incon- 
siderate of an opposite viewpoint ex- 
pressed in a fair and square fashion.

Tf it were more the custom nowadays 
to discuss universal principles, and if 
n plenteous supply of clear idealism 
characterized our workaday life, short 
shrift of the Soviets in all the world 
would soon be accomplished.

SAVING THE LEAVES. 



To the Editor of Our Town: 

In view of the increased cost of 
manures and commercial fertilizers one 
regrets to see the great wastage by 
burning of so valuable a substitute as 
the heaps of leaves that fill our streets 
every fall. True, many have no use 
for them in that way, but everyone 
with a bit of ornamental ground "or 
garden should carefully save all he can 
get hold of. They serve two purposes — 
first, to protect shrubs and plants in 
the winter, and second, after fulfilling 
this use to be composted in the spring 
to become humus for the garden soil. 

if the dweller on a small place with 
a few trees will carefully conserve not 
only his loaves, but all vegetable re- 
fuse, grass mowings, spray trimmings, 
etc., through one season, composting 
them in some convenient corner, he will 
be surprised at the amount of useful 
humus that will result. One such pile- 
has shown a deposit of a foot or more 
of black soil that cut like cheese and 
yielded an average of OiO pailfuls of 
rich humus. This without any forking 
over during the summer, which might 
have aided the rotting. For neatness 
and convenience the compost pile may 
be surrounded by flowering shrubs or a 
hedge. 

Perhaps the borough might collect 
the waste leaves of our streets and 
make and sell compost to peace garden 
growers.

To the Editor of Our Town: 

1 wonder if we appreciate, as we 
should, the unselfish service of our Fire 
Company — or. if so, do we Jjivc ex- 
pression to our appreciation as freely 
and pointedly as we ought to do.' 

This thought was brought home to 
me very forcibly on Friday night last. 
At 1:2 o'clock we heard the fire-whistle. 
I dropped my book and was on the 
porch in less than half a minute. As 
1 opened my door, Chief Noel was rush- 
ing from his house, wearing his helmet 
and buttoning his slicker. My son had 
just come in, and we hurried to the 
Fire House in an automobile. Five min- 
utes after the whistle first sounded, 
the truck rushed out, fully manned — 
at an hour when most of the members 
had perhaps gone to bed or were pre- 
paring to do so. 

It was almost like the work of a 
paid fire department. Seeing these men, 
fully ecpiippcd, at the wheel and hang- 
ing on to the "machine," one could 
hardly believe that they were not quar- 
tered in the Fire House. 

Comparatively few of us run to mid- 
night and after-midnight (ires. We are 
content to look for the blaze from our 
windows, and go to bed again, lazily 
reflecting upon the superiority of the 
modern fire-fighting apparatus over tli- 
bucket brigade of past day.-, in the 
small town, and upon our good fortune 
in having an efficient, organized fire 
company to protect our homes! 

And then we go to sleep, cutting off 
the train of thought, the logical con- 
tinuance of which would be this: 

Those volunteer firemen are sacrific- 
ing time and pleasure and comfort, yet 
their duty ..uid obligation are no great- 
er than mine; they hold themselves 
ready to drop their personal affairs at 
the blast of a whistle to turn out at 
any hour, in any weather, subjecting 
themselves to exposure, over-exertion, 
even danger, freely and cheerfully for 
our homo town.
